under protest. 

Magistrate. Sentelle’s judgment | 
was in a suit filed by J. D. John- 
son, of Greene County, against 
County Trustee Bruce Graham 
and George McCanless, | State 
Commissioner of Finance and 
Taxation: 
|. Mr., Johnson's attroney, John W, 
Kilgo, former ' Republican candi- 
date for Govenor, said if Judge 
Sentelle’s ruling was contseted he 
would carry the case to the Un- 
ited Statets Supr eme Court if nec-

Mr Johnson paid the pol) tax 
under protest and had his protest | 
ioted on the back of his tax re- 
ceipt. Te peladed that the.levy, of 
a poll tax was unjust, illegal and 
against a valid statute of the state 
and the Constitutions of Tenn- 
essee and the United States, 

He based: his plea on a conten- 
tion that since the State Legisla- 
ture. had repealed the poll tax, 
the declaring of the repealed Jaw 
unconstitutional by the State ‘Su- 
[preme Court was in effect a re- 
levying‘of the tax by the cotirt, a 
function not delegated to it by. the 
Constitution. 

In his judgment Magistrate 
Sentelle held that the poll tax is 
not a mandatory tax but that the 
power. to tax is inherent in the 
government and under the Con- 
stitution only the 
branch of the government can 
exercise or limit this power.

The Summit YWCA 


‘In Summit, New Jersey the Central YWCA (the 
Yong Women’s Christian Association, to those who may 
not. know about such things as YWCAs) which has the 
only. swimming pool in town, has refused to allow five 
colored high school girls the use of the pool. 

Students at the town’s high school,-these five girls 
proposed to enroll in a learn-to-swim class along. with white 
members of their class, at the suggestion of a teacher. The 
Central YWCA would~-have none of it. 

Policy and the Times 

The Central YWCA simply said that it does not, as a 
matter of policy, mix white and colored girls in its: pool. 
< -We believe that, in time, these girls or others like 
them will swim in this pool. Already, we understood liberal 
citizens of Summit are outraged at the spectacle the Central’ 
YWCA is making of itself. 

But, most of all, we believe the people-who- runthe 
Central YWCA just can’t, for long, continue the crazy 
routine they are showing in the case of these five harmless 
school girls, who happen to be colored. 

This ‘Christian’ Association 

Is this Christian association really prepared to push 
the argument implicit in. its behavior: That to be colored 
is to pollute the water of the swimming pool; or that to be! 
colored is a crime: that decent Christian white folk simply 
will-not forgive or overlook? 

The Greater Failure 

We refuse to believe that the’ Central YWCA- is so 
hardened that’ it will, or can, stand by the implications of |; 
its-own behavior! 

Over in New York the Board of Directors of local 
YMCAs is having its monthly meetings picketed by citizens 
who oppose overt and covert Jim Crow in the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. Al over the country, people are 
tiring of the sham and hypocrisy of YWCAs and YMCAs: 
they are tiring because people know these are cownterfeit 
Christian associations; they are tiring because they know 
these organizations, of so much good will.and social intel- 
` ligence, are failing precisely where they ought to succeed— 
failing in simple, straightforward Christian leadership.

Dr. Frazer Urges 
Family Planning 


TRENTON—Drawing. from his 
background of study in Denmark 
under the American Scandinavian 
Foundation and from his study in 
Brazil under the Simon Guggen- 
heim Foundation Dr. E. Franklin 
"| Frazier, head of the Department 
of Sociology at Howard Univer- 
sity, delivered a rousing talk at 
the Carver Center Health Rally 
held in Trenton on April 5, ` 

“Mistaken prophets,” Dr. Fra- 
zier pointed out, “are advocating 
large Negro families for racial 
survival. It is true,” he commen- 
ted, “that in a completely rural 
environment, willing wives, and 
even. grandmothers whọ- are-ef= 
fective family managers, possess 
the hands to increase production 
and-so increase familly stability: 
ui yemeny 
mote Negrseshave—come to the 
big cities to earn their living. 
Here survival is dependent upon 
complete integration which means 
that every member of the -family 
must have good: health and ade- 
quate educational resources—and 
those children can best be brought 
to effective manhood if their par- 
ents have the time and capacity 
to give them a stable, happy home 
in which to grow. 

“At Fisk University some years 
ago,” he continued, “we found 
that the families of. the faculty 
members had just 1.5 children 
each—in other words three chil- 
dren for every two _families., 
Strangely enough the rate of sur- 
vival among Negro rural workers 


of the surrounding area was ex- 
actly- the-same on the adult-tevel: 
But in the latter case this figure 
was arrived at only after heavy 
losses. from tuberculosis, miscar- 
riages, abortions, a high maternal 
death rate (because of the fre- 
quency of the births without suf- 
ficient rests between pregnancies) 
and because of the fact that a high 
sterility rate obtains in Negro 
families.due to untreated syphilis. 

“By careful planning one group 
had three healthy dynamic chil- 
dren grow to manhood for each 
two families and their parents had 
the energy arid leisure to bring 
those children to their highest le- 
vel of development. The- other.

BLIZABETH, N. J. — For the 
first time in its 72-year history, 
the Singer Sewing Machine Co. 
here has signed a union. contract. 

The agreement, reached with 
the CIO United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers, which is 
collective bargaining agent for a 
unit of 6,000, is historic for that 
reason alone. 


But there’s another reason. Es- 
tablishment of the CIO at Singer 
has brought with it anew era in 
Negro~white relations in Eliza- 
beth, | 


There’s a relatively large Ne- 
gro population here. But fraterni- 
zation was at a low level and Jim- 
crow conditions were bad — un- 
til the CIO came to town. 

Singer had long employed Ne- 
groes in the shop, all in the foun- 
dry where the toughest, dirtiest 
work was performed, ‘ 

When Al Burdick, UE field or- 
ganizer, and his staff came in, 
back in February, 1943, they 
found the foundry most respons- 
ive to unionization. There were 
plenty of other pioneers in other 
departments, but the foundry was 
solid from the start. 

That was because they were de- 
finitely jimcrowed on the job, re- 
stricted exclusively to heavy 
wor kat lower pay than other 
workers, and because they knew 
and understood UE policy of fight- 
ing discrimination. 

Their’ pioneering commanded 
respect from shopmates. When the 
plant went CIO Dec, 23, 1943, in 
a National’ Labor Relations Board 
poll, everyone recognized the big 
job that had been done by the 
Negro workers in helping to build 
the union.

Up to the time the union ‘tan 
an all-day picnic and dance, cel- 
ebrating it snew charter, Eliza- 
beth had never seen a mixed Ne- 
gro and white social affair, Rod- 
riguez recalls, That broke the ice. 
There have been other parties 
since. During the time there were 
anti-Negro’ disturbances in De- 
troit, Mobile, Ala., and elsewhere, 
the local -initiated a huge “un- 
ity for victory” rally. It was the 
biggest thing the city ever saw. 
Somewhere between 6,000 and 
7,000 turned out and Mayor Kirk 
spoke. 

Elizabeth isn’t a paradise, yet, 
on race relations. There’s still jim- 
crow to be rooted out. But the 
job has been started and Local 
401 is already turning its eyes 
to Finderne, N. J., where the last 
‘Unorganized Singer plant is be- 
ing rallied for CIO.

Mankind” Are Sold 


“The Races of Mankind,” popu- 
lar pamphlet summary of science’s 
answers to ‘widely-held beliefs 
about “racial superiority,” has 
topped the 650,000 mark in nation- 
wide sales, reports the Public Af- 
fairs Committee, publishers, of 
New York, This is the pamphlet 
that enraged poll-tax Congress- 
men hecause it gave figures show- 
ing that Northern Negroes made 
higher scores than white South- 
erners on intelligence tests given 
in World War I 

The pamphlet, written by two 
leading anthropologsts, Professor 
Ruth Benedict and ‘Dr. Gene 
Weltfish of Columbia University, 
shows how all people are funda- 
mentally alike and offers sugges- 
tions on ways to get rid of race 
prejudice. When first published, 
“THE RACES OF MANKIND” 
was banned from use in.the Army
